Money was always a probiem 
Four times he crossed the ocean, 
asking the people of Europe to 
help with money, vestments, books, 
anything which could help his dic 
cese to grow. He lived in poverty 
himself, and often wore shoes 


which had no soles. His estate 


when he died was $250, plus some 


books which always surrounded 
him 


It was in 1841 that he made his 
last trip to Europe. On the long 
trip home, he tended the many 
sick on board, and when he reached 
America he was im a seriously 
weakened condition. Nevertheless, 
he immediately preached 17 nights 
in succession? On Monday. April 11, 
1842. Bishop England died at five 
am. Epi lian and Jewish con 
gregations d joined in prayers 
for his recovery; when his death 
was announced, the whole city of 
Charleston went into mourning 
Stores closed and no ships sailed 
from that normally busy port 

Bishop England would have been 
the first to admit that his life was 
not a succession of triumphs. He 
had come to a land where Catholics 
were suspected of every kind of 
immorality and it was generally be. 
lieved that if Catholics were given 
complete freedom, they would help 
the Pope to take over the country 

But during his life. no attack 
went unanswered.

Columbus, Ohio —(NC)— The 
Ohio Board of Film Censorship 
last week rejected in its entirety 
the motion picture “The Moon Is 
Bive.” 


The film had been condemned 
earlier by the Legion of Decency. 


In announcing its decision, the 
Ohio board called the film “harm- 
ful for general exhibition not so 
much because of the scenes of the 
picture, but particularly because 
of the dialogue, which reflects on 
accepted standards of morality and 
decency in living.” 

“It is certainly true.” the Board 
added; “that by implication, by in- 
ference, by innuendo and by dou- 
bietalk, the picture insidiously 
and indirectly plays upon the sex 
motive in behavior to such an ex- 
tent that repetitive suggestions of 
sex dominance become repulsive. 

“There might not be objection 


for the showing of this picture in| 


strictly adult audiences, but it is 
not suitable for general exhibition 
in view of the fact that it would 
be extremely objectionable for 
adolescent groups.” 


In giving the film a “C” classifi. 
cation, the Legion of Decency de- 
clared: “The subject matter of this
